With- 
in leſs than two Miles of Congleton, is a

Needwood, whereunto their Armory doth 
correſpond.

S doinerton is a goodly large Manour, poſ- 
ſeſſed by a Race of Gentlemen, of the Name 
of which, divers were Knights, and as ſome 
think, were Owners thereof from the time 
of the Conqueſt. That eAflam, whom I 
take to be the firſt Anceſtor of the Swzzer- 
aus, held the fame of Robert de Stafford, 
nntil this our preſent Age. That the laſt, 
Humph. left his Lands to his two Daugh- 
ters; whereof Margaret the Elder, was 
Married to Hezry Vernon of Sudbury, to 
whom ſhe brought rhe Manour of Hilton, 
Sugential, &c. and the Younger, was firſt 
Married to W:ll:;am Fitzherbert, by whom 
ſhe had iſſue Tomas; and ſince . deatli 
of her Husband Ftzherbert, ſhe is Mar- 
ried to Francis Gattarre; and hath tor 
her Property, as our Lawyers fay, Sww:- 
nerton, Charleton, and Swines-head ad- 
joyning thereto, is poſſeſſed, and hath been 
ſince before the time of Ed. 1. by the 

Brongh- 
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| "Prouzhtons; in whoſe time Rogers de 

Broughton held the ſame of the Biſhop of 
the Manour of Eccleſhall, by the Service of 
half a Knights Fee, and to find fourteen 
Men at the Chace of Padmore, and thrice 
in the Year every rime three Days, every 
Man his Diet by the Day being worth a 
Halfpenny ; and alſo two Plows in Win— 
ter; per two Days, and two in Leut for 
two Days without Diet, to Plow the Lord's 
Demeſne where the Lord will withia the 
Manour ; and the Diet for every Plow 1s 
worth 44. He is alſo to find to the Lord 
fourteen Men to Reap in Harveſt, or elfe 
to pay 55s. 94, and the Lord ſhall Heriot, 
and alſo he ſhall keep Ward at the Caſtle 
of Fccleſhall for the ſpace of forty Days, at 
his own proper Charges. 

A little farther Weſt, adjoyning to 
Charlton, is Maer, and eAſton, a fair Ma- 
nour, ſometime divided betwixt Milliam 
de Maer, and Stafford, 20 Conq. Olivet 
held Maer, Madely and Norton, of Robert 
de Stafford ; but after theſe Manours were 
ſo divided, that the Heirs of Robert de

Edw. the firit ; and ſome Writing there is 
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yet alſo remaining, which expreſſeth the 
meanings of the Hiſtory, where is eſpe- 


_ cially mentioned the Behaviour of Sir Ro- 


ger Pewleſdone and others againſt the 
Welſhmen ; as alſo of eAlmaric de Bailgiol, 
Burnell Valence E. of Pembroke, of the 
Lord Badleſiere, and other Barons a gainſt 
the Scotts, where the ſaid Earls and Lords 
are very lively Pourtrayed, with their 
Banners of Arms bravely before them; 
but it is great pity that the ſame is not re- 
paired by the Lord Biſhops, before it be 
quite decayed.

faced, that one would think it had been 
removed. Which Monument, the com- 
mon Fame (of the unskiltul) Reports to 
have been the Tomb of the firſt Founder 
Wilfricus Spot, and that cannot in any 
wiſe be ſo. For being of Alablaſter, it is 
faſhioned both for Armour, Sheild, and 
all other things, ſomething like to our 
new Monuments; ſo that Edw. the 3d's 
time is the oldeſt that can poſſibly be. 
And a Man would rather by the Sheild 
(for it is ſquare at both ends, and flouri- 
ſhed with Gold both above and beneath, 
as the Londoners ſet out Sheilds in their 
Pageants) think it were of Ew. the 4ths 
or Henry the 7th's time, and yet I can by 
no means learn whoſe it {Fould be, and

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Writing there is none. The Sheild is of 
Gold, and a blue Croſs engrailed, charg- 
ed with five Mullets Silver thereon. 41 

If it be indeed the Founders Sheild (as 
it may be, for I have ſeen the Coat well 
and old in other places, botli of the Church 
and Town) then did ſome of the Abbots 
of late time make this Monument new, 
in reſpect of ſome old one that was decay. 
ed, as ＋ might be they did; for that you 
know the Monks were very careful to ſet 
out gay things for their Founders, to the 
end it might be thought they were not 
unmindful of good Men which were their 
Benefactors. But ſurely I rather conje. 
cture it was made for ſome BenefaQtor of 
theirs that hath lived in later times: than 
Milfricus Spotte dic. 

There is alſo a goodly Bridge wel 
wrought, of very good Stone, of 34 Ar.

There is not upon this Brook any Town 
worth the ſpeaking of, except a Town 
called Waterfall, where it falls into the 
Ground, which is alſo of ſo ſmall eſtima- 
tion, that I never find the Name of it (ex- 
cept it be known by ſome other Name) 
in any Record. 

Within leſs than half a Mile of the 
place Southwards, where Manifold re- 
ceives Hanſe out of the Ground, is Throw- 
ley, a fair antient Houſe, and a goodly De- 
meanes, being the Seat of the Meverels, 
a very antient Houſe of Gentlemen, and 
of  goodly living, equalling the beſt ſort of 
Gentlemen in the Shire ; though God hath 
not for two or three Deſcents bleſſed their 
Heirs with the beſt Gifts of Nature.

Tutbury Caſtle is a goodly antient Houſe, 
Walled on all Sides but one, where the 
Hill is fo ſteep (for it ſtands on a high 
Hill, and ſteep on all ſides except one) 
that it needs not in reſpect of Fortificati- 
on any Wall there, and yet it is incloſed 
with a ſtrong Pale there alſo. The Houle 
and Gate-Houſe (being a fair one) Walls 
and all were builded (I think) by J 


of Gaunt, Duke of Lancer. Although 


I know there was an antient Houle and 
Cattle 


the ſaid Caſtle and Honour. 
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Caſtle there before, but I think it was de- 
cayed by reaſon of the Rebellion which 
Thomas Earl of Lancaſter made, who (be- 
fore his Overthrow) fortifyed it againſt the 
King. It ſtands (as I have faid) on a high 
ſteep Hill. 

And ſomewhat lower (yet a good height 
upon the ſame Hill) the Priory ſtood (be- 
ing now the Houſe of Henry Cazaiſh) and 
the Town below in the Valley under 
them, both upon Doxe Bank. 
The Hill is as it were thrown out of 
the Foreſt (a great Woodland, and an high 
Ground) into the Meadows and brave Pa- 
{ture Grounds, both upon Doue and Trent. 

It hath a large and brave Proſpect both 
to it, in it, and from it. 

Northweſt and North, it looks up the 
goodly Meadows and Paſtures to Utceſter, 
Rowceſter, eAſhburne, and Derby. 
Eaſtward it looks down the Rivers 
Daue and Trent, even to Nottingham, South- 
Eaſt towards Burton, Drakelow, Grey- 
ſeley Caſtle, and eAſhby de la Zouch. 

Upon the Southweſt and South, it is 
ſhadowed as it were with the Woodland, 
where is a goodly Foreſt, and a great num- 
ber of Parks, (I think) a dozen at the 
leaſt, whereof, a great many belongs to

* deſcent in Blood, Robert now Earl 
of Eſſex, is Heir to Robert Ferrers. who 
forfeited it. And if it be lawful for me q 
to fay ſo much, the Gentleman being fo l 
brave a Souldier, and daily ſerving his ) 
Prince and Country in ſo many Noble En- | 
terprizes as he undertakes, it were a Gra- 
cious and Magnificent Work in her Ma- 


jeſty, to reſtore this Caſtle and the Appen- 
dances unto him, having been antiently the q 
Inheritance of his Anceſtors. And altho? 1 
it may be objected, that being now a Mem- q

It is, and hath been long the Seat of a 
Gentleman, that takes his Name of the 
Place, whom I. imagine originally to be a 
Mutton, and that being a younger Bro- 
ther, changed his Name, when he became 
Lord of that Town, which his Armory in- 
duceth me to think, being Arg. a Cinque- 
foil blue, and difters only from the Coat 
of Mutton, by having a red Cheif char- 
ged with a Lyon paſlant, gardant Gold, 
which Chief was added, that he might 
thereby differ from the elder Houſe, gi- 
ven (as it {ſhould ſeem) by one of the 
Lancaſirians ſince they came to have the

I would firſt fain know your Opinion, 
wherher you think there were at the be- 
ginning (when the Shires were firſt divi- 
ded,) any Hereditary Earls of the faid 
Counties, in manner as the Names do 1m- 
rag And as there 1s a certain ſhadow 

y the naming of divers to be Earls, fome 
of one Country, and ſome of another, 
tho* many times the ſaid Earls have little 
or no Lands in the Shires, whereof they 
have there Title of Dignity. Or that the 
lame Shires were diſpoſed to ſome Men 
at the Princes Pleaſure to remain Officers 
for a time, as for Lite, or certain Years, 
or but for one Year, as now the Sheriffs do 

Since the Conqueſt, a Man may per- 
ceive by the Records, that there hath been 
Sheriffs of every Shire, Coroners and other 
Officers who have by the Princes been re- 
moveable at their pleaſures, and that there 
hath been Juſtices in Itinere, and of the 
Benches, or alſo from time to time at the 
Princes appointment. ; 

But whether it were ſo eſtabliſhed Eg- 
bert, eAlfred, or Edward, when they had 
brought it to a Monarchy, and Shired it 
out into parts, or that they appointed 
Earls in every County, which had an In- 

P heritance 
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heritance therein, and had Juriſdiction, as 
by the County Court and Sheriffs Turns, 
it would ſeem it was: Is the Queſtion I 
dclire to be reſolved of. 

The Hundreds likewiſe, whether they 
were Baronies, and that certain had them, 
whereby they held their Hundred Courts, 
being both Leetes and Court Barons, or 
not, is the like Queſtion. 

And ſurely, methinks the ſaid Hundreds 
ſhould not at the firſt be jumbled together, 
with the Sheriffs Juriſdiction, nor that ſo 
mean Men as ever ſince the Conq. have 
been Sheriffs or Bailiſfs of Hundreds, ſhould 
have ſuch eminent Juriſdiction, as thoſe 
Officers would at the beginning ſeem to 
have. And for my part therefore, I ra- 
ther conjecture, that upon uniting of the 
Kingdom into a Monarchy, the Kings 
placed their greateſt Noble Men (as be- 
ing either their Sons, Kinſmen, or other: 
wile allyed, or Wiſe and Faithful unto 
them) in the Government of the Coun- 
try, and gave them Juriſdiction, and made 
them Hereditary. And alſo, either at the 
deſire of the ſaid Earls, appointed their 
Kinſmen or Friends, or others, at their 
Pleaſure, under them, to hold the Hun- 
dreds over as they did. 

How can it come elſe to paſs, that by 
the antient Laws of this Land, an Earls 
Fee 
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Fee ſhould be ſet down fo certainly what 
it is, and likewiſe a Barons Fee. And 
why {hould they be compelled to pay 
them, if they ſhould not have Earldoms 
and Baronies, but were only called by 
Writ to the Parliament Houſe, as of late 
time they have been; and as I have known

r many , both Antiquaries and Lawyers 
hold Opinion, that it ſhould be the mot 
5 antient Means whereby Noblemen were 


Erected, which ſurely cannot be ſo. For 
how ſhould it then come to paſs, that ſuch | 
a Man, and ſuch, ſhould have ſuch Man- : 
nors, and ſuch, by an Earl or a Barons Fee. i 
But thus I do conjecture it to be, That 


at the firſt Unitining of the Heptarchy of f 
the Saxon, and the Shiring out of the 
Kingdom, it was divided into Shires, and ; 


the Shires again into Hundreds, as it fell 
out, in ſome more, in ſome leſs: Which 
Shires (as I have ſaid) the King gave to 
ſuch as he pleaſed, and to their Heirs, to 
hold of him by an Earls Fee. 

And that likewiſe the ſaid Earls grant- 
ed the Hundreds to other Perſons, and 
their Heirs, to hold by Barons Fees. And 
they again, over Mannors and Town- 
ſhips, likewiſe to be holden by Knights 
Fees. And that after (partly through the 
Invaſion of the Dares, and Treachery 


or Rebellion of the Nobilicy,) the Govern- 
F 2 ment 
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ment being troubled, and all things out of 
order, the Kings were forced to reſtore the 
Liberties of many. And the Conqueror find- 
ing things out of order, and the Government 
uncertain, framed his Eftate as he thought 
beſt, for the keeping both of his Nobility and 
inferiour Subjects in obedience, and ſo framed 
Juſtices in the Courts, and in Tinere, and 
Bailiffs or Sheriffs of the Shires, who ſhould 
only have Authority by Commiſſion from 
him, revocable without breach of any Law 
at his pleaſure; and yet cunningly framed 
a certain form of the antient Government 
but ſo mingled his Nobility, that the grea- 
teſt had not in any one Country (except the 
County Palatines) any abſolute Authority, 
but had divers his Equals in the ſame Coun- 
ty ſo placed with him, that without gene- 
ral Revolt, both of the Nobility and infe- 
riour Subjects any Rebellion could be hard- 
ly practiſed, when as no one had any ab- 
ſolute Government, but ſuch as were re— 
moveable upon any diſpleaſure, or but ſuſ- 
picion of Infidelity. And thoſe of great liv- 
ing were without Juriſdiction, except it 
pleated the Prince for a time, to grant them 
any, and as I have ſaid, were ſo placed; 
as both fuch as had Government by Com- 
miſſion, and others; and that a good con- 
venient Number in every place, where they 
had Lands, and their own Lands were alſo 
diſpericd into ſeveral Counties, and not the 

{ame 
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ſame in every County joyned, but others 
placed with them, that as I have faid, 
whom a great diſliking and general revolt, 
both of the great Eſtates, OBiers that 
were temporarie, and the Plebeians alto— 

ether, no danger of Rebellion could poſſi- 

ly be practifed in any ſort, but that it 
might be diſcovered, and prevented, ex- 
cept the Prince were fo {imple and negli- 
gent as yielded him impotent for Govern- 
ment. And yet in a fort the Conqueror in 
his diviſion, tho? not in Juriidiction, imi— 
tated the ancient Eſtate of the-Land, as 
you may perceive by the allotments in v 


fordſhire, where, reſerving to himſclf a 


N Portion than any one of his Subjects 
ad; for though he had not ſo many Lord- 


ſhips or Mannors in number, as ſome of 


them had, yet they were Greater, Larger, 


and beſt inhabited by likelyhood, for they 


lay, the moſt of them, in the midſt and 
fruitfuleſt Places in the County. The grea- 
teſt part of the reſt, hie divided into five 
parts, as tho? they had been Hundredors, 
but they were not, betwixt the Biſhop, Co. 
Rog. de Montegom. Hen. de Ferrariis, Rob. 
de Stadford, and VWillielmus felius eHuſculſß. 
What was cither in any Clergymans Hands 
or Lay, were nothing ſo many, and diyi- 
ded into {mall Allotments, as may be ſeen 
in the Book call'd Doomſday, kept among 

1 the 
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the Records of her Majeſties Exchequor ; a 
Brief whereof I have annexed hereunto, 
that you may ſee thePolicy of the Conque- 
ror, who would ſeem in ſhew to follow the 
antient Laws and Government, but in ſub- 
{tance quite altered it, which after bred 
great Contentions, and ſometimes open 
Wars between his Succeſſors and their Sub- 
jects, as all Hiſtories do plainly ſhew.

Hampton, founded a Chapel of eight Por- 
tionaries; whom, by Incorporation ſhe 
made the Rector of that Pariſh, to re- 
ceive the Tythes in common, but deyi- 
fable by an yearly Lot. 6:40 
The Head or Chief of theſe, ſhe made 
Patron to them all, and fole Ordinary of 
that whole Pariſh, cam omnimoda Juriſ- 
dictione: And thereby made that Church, 


cum Membris, exempt, not only from Co- 


veatry and Litchfield by expreſs Compo- 
ſition, but alſo by the Papal Bull, from al! 
his Legates, and Delegates for ever. In 
which Condition it hath fince continued, 
to theſe Times, ſubject to no terrene Pow. 


er, but the Supream Majeſty of Exglaud, 


and, under it to the perpetual Viſitation of 
the Keepers of the Great Seal Pro tempore. 

Within this Juriſdiction are Nine ſeveral

In this ſtate the Church ſtood near 600 
Years, confirmed by the ſeveral Charters 
of the Conqueror, in theſe few Words: 
—— Dedi Sampſon: Capellano weo, om- 
nem Terram pertinentem ad Ecclefiam de 
Wolver-Hampton, cum omnibus libertati- 
bus, francheſiis, ei immunitatibus, Cc.

All which the Charter of King Edward 
the 4th alledges by a ſeveral Iuſpeximus; 
and laſtly ratifies for himſelf, his Heirs and 
Succeſlors for ever.

The Mannor of Beeſton, whereof this 
place was a Member before the Caſtle 
was Builded, is within the TTY of Bun- 
bury ; poſſeſſed at this day by Sir George 
Beeſton, whoſe Son and Heir Hugh Bee- 
ſion, hath (as I hear) alſo purchaſed the 
Caſtle of Beeſton of the Queen.
